There is no reasonable doubt to be entertain- 
ed at present that the 306 votes of tre old 
slave-i: viding states will be given to the pres 
ent incumbent of the oreside ntial chair. Mr. 
Blaine andevery other candidate miust tace 
this solid tact fhird in the contest is Mr 
Edmunds, and not much behind Mr. Arthur. 
His strenygih also is very evenly distribated 
in the dillerent states and the eX pression 
in his _ tavor, peroaps more than in 
any other case, appears to be spontaneous and 
due entirely to lis merits. He is stronger, 
indeed, as asecond choice than as first, and 
leads the other candidates wien that Ques- 
tion is considereJ. Robert T. Lincoln stands 
proniinentivy among the new candidates, only 
three, General Grant, John Sherman. and 
General Logan coming between him and the 
leaders, He iseverywhere kindly spoken of, 
and his avility and honored name make him 
regarded as a good man for the office. The 
possibility of his selection is rarely left out of 
the discussions, 

Among the democratic candidates Samuel 
J. Tilden leads his party even more marked- 
ly than Blaine leads in the republican feeling 
Two-fiiths of the points reporting award bitin 
first choice, and his strepgth—again like thai 
of Blaine—would have been incre ased if he 
had come out plumply and demanded the 
nomination, It is not aiways the ‘old ticket,” 
however, as Hendricks seems to have falleg 
into disfavor in some quarters. There are 
Only seven states which give Tilden no favor, 
and there appears little doubt at present that 
he can be the nomineeif he desires. MeDvo»)- 
ald comes next to Tilden. Geographically, 
the eastern, middle, and extreme western 
States alone disfavor him, and in these he is 
displaced mainly by Butier, Bayard, and 
Thurman. He makes avery strong showing 
as second choice.

The Atlanta correspondent writes: ‘‘Poli- 
ticians who have axes to grind are only too 
giud to be quoted in the newspapers, while 
the people at large have not yet given the 
subject of the next presidency any considera- 
tion.

How Atlanta Wiil be Effected. 

Last night a thoroughly reliable Western 
Union operator said to a CONSTITUTION man: 

“IT do not think that the company will 
make any reply to the operators, but will 
permit them to strike at 11 o’clock to-mor- 
row. It will be a bitter fight then, on both 
sides. The operators have a strong 
backing and will stick it out pretty 
well. They are bent world-without-end on 
at least a week’s stay-out. I think that in 
that time such a pressure will be made on the 
company as will induce overtures, and that a 
compromise will be effected.’ 

‘Then the whole thing means that at 
eleven o’clock to-morrow a strike of at least a 
week’s length will be begun?’

‘What will be the effect in Atlanta?’ 

“T think Atlanta will be able to get her 
messages through both waysif the way can 
be kept clear.

The Simu!taneous Explosion of Eight Bollersin Lutz. 
town. 

READING, Pa., July 17.—A terrific furnace 
explosion occurred at Kut ztown, this county, 
early this morning, by which one man was 
killed and several seriously injured. Eight 
boilers of the anthracite furnace, owned by 
the Philadelphia and Reading railroad com- 
pany and operated by Wi:liam M. Dauifiman 
exploded, reducing the furnace 
to a niass of ruins. Prepara- 
tions had been made for casting, 
and the employes were outside the building 
taking a rest befure tapping the furnace when 
explosion occurred Large pieces othe boil- 
ers were hurled a great distance, and the de- 
bris of stone and shattered timbers were 
thrown about in great confusion.

Kogineer _Marstellar was also badlv injured 
and a number of other employes sligbtly 
hurt. The force of the explosion shook the 
earth and aroused the people for miles 
around. The damage to the furnace will 
amount to many thousand dollars.
